Pat Munroc, WasHlnBton correspondent for 
the Tlmcs-Notts. has called our attention to 
nil accomplishment for which ho thlnlts Ben.

An editoriaJ from the June i Issue of tha 
Washington Times-Herald not only Joins in, 
praising Senator Dworshak, but explains 
more In detail what tho Mutual Security 
News Is all about. Headed, "The Govemiftent 
In the Newspaper Business," It reads as lol- 
lows: i 

"Senator Dwosrhak of Idaho displayed to 
his colleagues the first Issue of a standard bIzb 
newspaper which Is unique In that It Is the 
nrsrnewspapcrcTerpubilrtiedHay-the-tederal- 
government. This organ, called the Mutual 
Security News, la published by the mutual 
Eccurlty administration, which parcels out the 
taxpayers' money In foreign military and 
economic aid. 

"The publisher Is W. Avercll Harrlman, who 
has not had the grace to resign as adminis- 
trator of this program hlthough he Is pubUcly 
campaigning as Democratic candidate lor 
nomination as President. Harrlman's paper 
plugs taxing and foreign spending, and the 
taxpayers who must cough up for the spend- 
ing &rc obliged also to cough up for the 
expense of publishing a paper to plug the vir- 
tue aC robbing them, 

"A congress with a spark of gumption 
would cut Harrlman and his outfit off with- 
out a dime. It is no accident that the con- 
atilutJonal guarantee of freedom of the press 
Is Incorporated In the same article that pro- 
hlblt4 'an establishment of religion by tho 
slate. Certainly It was equally far from the 
Intention of those who drafted tho constitu- 
tion that the state should make any cs- 
tabllahment ot a picw of Its own, which 
would serve as the precursor In a campaign 
to reduce all opinion to monoform expres- 
sion.

CAMPAIGN SIDELIGHT 
There's an interesting sidelight In con-

It develops that the Idea for the 1S60 OOP 
policy statement originated with Elsenhower 
himself, back in September, 104S. That's 
when Eisenhower was president of Columbia 
university. 

He telephoned Republican National Com- 
mittee Chairman Guy Oabrlelson, saying: "I 
hope the RepubUcans now will develop party 
principles so that even a person as dumb a;s 
I am will be able to tell the difference be- 
■ tween the Republican and Democratic par- 
ties." 

Senator Taft Immediately took a crack at 
that one. In a speech at West Union, O.. Taft 
said: "I read In a newspaper that General 
Eisenhower wants to know what the Republi- 
can party stands for. That's easy. The Re'- 
publican party is opposed to controls by the 
federal eovernment over the activities of the 
American people.
